The shapely Miss Baker, who 
resembles Jean Harlow in many 
respects, even to exact measure- 
ments (35-24-35), and current re- 
cognition as the reigning sex 
symbol of Hollywood, nodded in 
agreement and observed cogently: 

“Jean Harlow was a great star 
in her day because she was also 
a trend-setter. Had the topless 
bathing suit been in vogue in her 
time, she would probably have been 
the first to exhibit it publicly, 
even as she discarded the bras- 
siere on and off the screen.”
